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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is the Neradovic Macromolecules 2001 reference. The present claims must 
include homopolymers of N-(2-hydroxypropyl) methyl acrylamide (lactate)n coupled to a 
hydrophilic block or interpolymers N-(2-hydroxypropyl) methyl acrylamide (lactate)n 
("HIPMAm-(lactate)n") wherein the value of n varies between the monomers, wherein 
the interpolymer is optionally coupled to a hydrophilic block but where no additional 
monomers are present in the HIPMAm-(lactate)n block. These claims distinguish over 
the art in the following ways: (1 ) The art does not indicate that the instant polymers 
could be used in drug delivery systems. The art requires that NIPAAm be present as an 
additional polymer in the HIPMAm-(lactate)n block, whether or not a hydrophilic polymer 
is present. The prior art system therefore does not anticipate the claims. The first 
report of the polymers used in the instantly claimed delivery system appears to be the 
Soga Biomacromolecules reference (see PTO 892 mailed with this action), which was 
not publicly available until after the filing date of this Application. (2) There is no reason 
that can be garnered from analysis of the prior art or the general knowledge/skill of the 
artisan that indicates that the invention would have been obvious as of the filing date. A 
holding of obviousness would require such a reason. The claims are therefore not 
obvious. (3) The prior art does not teach how to make polymers having an exclusively 
HIPMAm-(lactate)n block. The prior art tends to suggest that even if such polymers 
could be made they would not be useful in a delivery system. Thus the artisan would 
not enjoy a reasonable expectation of success in making the instant invention. A 
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holding of obviousness would require a reasonable expectation of success, and the 
claims are therefore not obvious. (4) The NIPAAm element in the prior art appears to 
have been required, either for successful synthesis of the prior art polymers, to maintain 
appropriate solubility or dispersibility of the prior art polymers, or to make the prior art 
polymers useful for forming delivery systems. The instant claims eliminate the NIPAAm 
element from the prior art, but retain its function in that the instant polymers can be 
synthesized, are appropriately soluble or dispersible, and can be made into delivery 
systems. Omission of an element with retention of its function is an indicia of non- 
obviousness. MEPE 2144.04
